L ike most invest.iqators over a lonq per iod (20 
years), my terms of reference have chanqed subtly. 
Where ìsolation, dasrespect and ridicule were at 
one time paramount, I have receritly bequn to notice 
a chanqe: a qrudqmq acceptance of t he possibility 
of 'Life Out There’ even from the most conservative 
rnembers of societ.y; a laid-back support , however 
hopeless m current terms, of what. Ufoloqists are 
do 1 nq. 

And most. surprismq of all, the peripheral cases, 
i.e. Clizabeth Klarer's liaisori wit.h Akon from METON 
and Carl van Vlierden's invest iqat. lon mto 'Edwm's' 
aTJeqed radio communicatlons wit.h alieri bemqs 
ail on a more spintual than physical plane - are 
tossed out. wit.h the bath wal.er. 

5o many people ask if there is a patterri to UFOs. 
Indeed, if one is prepared lo accepl many references 
for whereas m one case there nuqht be a siriqle 
wrtness and numerous ent.ities, ìri another there are 
several witriesses arid orie humarioid. What, m realvt 
does a 'pattern' represerit? My fnend, Dr Wvlly 
Smvth, has come up wvth ’somethmq' vri hvs computer: 
'most: contacts are made aloriq a loriely road wvth two 
or more wvtriesses travellinq m a car. ' I would 
add that vt is qenerally after dark, and the 
vsolatvon exterids to there beinq rvo passvriq vehicles 
at all, untvl after the event. 

There have been literally huridreds of cases vn 
Southern Africa over the past forty years and vri- 
depth analysis would t.ake more than a book vn 
itself. 

Eor my own purposes, takvriq vrif.o accouut ìnter- 
pretatvons over trvbal law and superstition, and 
mcludmq whvte and black reactvons to lvmvted 
belvef systems, I have worked out a reference table 
whvch covers most cases and thevr major reference 
points. 
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For the purposes of this article, ìt would be 
ìmpossible to show this table .in full but some of 
the collected data include such columris as : 

Witness Reaction, Effect on Witnesses, Physical 
Trace Marks and Residue, Strangeness Factor, 

Logical Explanat.ion, Possible Explanatioris, etc. 

e te. 

At the recent MUFON Conference in Washinqton uL, 
USA (June 26-28, 1987), 1 was mterested to listen 
to Bert.il Kuhlemann's (Sweden) Critena for UF 0 
reports and this has given me several new refer- 
erices to add to an already comprehensive list. 

1 also have access to Dr Willy Smith’s computer 
programme in Flonda, which is certainly provrng 
an excellent basis for establishinq a pattern to 
UFO reports, whether it be in Australia or 
Zimbabwe. 

When I first. became involved wit.h UFOs, tne 
'Liqht.s iri the Sky' mciderits were a major factor 
in the reports 1 received. Most remained urndent- 
ified, althouqh oft.en qiven ìn qreat det.ail, e.q. 
the ’flymq bullet' of 9t h July, 1974 reported by 
Alan Johnson and Bob Sonderup and seeri at 23.46 
hours near Port Elizabeth, Sout.h Africa.

It appeared to be an object wit.h a very dark 
cone-shaped nose, four port-holes briqhtly l.it from 
withrn, and an illuminated tail. The body was 
silverish in colour, passinq approximately 500 
metres above the hor izori. (see F iqure 1) 

One speculat.es in retrospect. that it. could have 
been the nose cone of an experimental space probe, 
but ,it. remained urudentified at the time due to lack 
of knowledqe and communicatrons. After all, how many 
probes were t.ried and failed; and ìt is only with 
total honesty amonq all nations t.hat UFOs of this 
type can become IFOs. 

0n 25th June, 1986, t.here were numerous reports - 
I have details from four people - of a very bnqht 
liqht. surrounded by a faint. blue tmqe, tn t.he 
Durban, South Africa, area. There was no sound and 
no chanqe of colour. It. moved iri an arc and 
appeared t.o be divmq behind a nearby hill, but as 
no 'crash' was heard, it was obv.iously much farther 
away thari the witnesses speculat.t'd. 

There was a stranqeness factor m Ihis report: 
for althouqh the witnesses (names and addresses are 
held by the Editor) all lived within a short. 
distance of one another - a radius of about 5 km - 
there was a 28 minute discrepancy in the time. Two 
report.ed the object as beinq seen at 0540 and t.he 
other two saw it at 0608. All four witnesses were 
not in cont.acl with one another. 

For most. it would appear to be a meteor, bolide 
or space debris of some kind. However, the object, 
in the true sense of the word, remains unidentified. 

Ori Auqust. 13, 1986 at 0605 hours, near Chivju in 
Zimbabwe, a lecturer from t.he University of Zimbabwe 
saw a perfect sphere; shining, shimmermq; a green- 
ish-blue colour, travellmq from E to W with a ta.il of 
shining whit.e liqht (Fiqure 2) 

Ihere was no sound. 
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H.is observatiori was excellent - the sky was clear, 
the object 1 - 2 kilometres distant, 5 - 7000 feet 
high, the size of ari averaqe room. His view 
lasted some 3 secorids. His sightinq was verified 
by Sgt Chan of the Zimbabwe Republican Pol.ice, 
althouqh he felt it was cousiderably larqer in 
size. 

Dr Willy Smit.h has made an ìdenti ficaf lon here:_ 

"Very likely the object was a bolide associated 
with the Perseid meteor shower. The date 
of the mciderit was well within the ranqe of 
the Perseid shower, Auqusf 11/12. The trajec- 
tory was sliqhtly descendinq from C to W."

Hy fmal report. of 1 objects/L iqhfs m the Sky 1 
ìs one passed to me by Paul Norman of VUFORS ìn 
Australra and not personally mvest rqat.ed by me. 
lt occurred on February 25, 1951 and was reporled 
by Captam Jack Bicknell : 

"We left Nairobi, Kenya, at 0700 vn a Lodestar. 
At 0720 Radio Offvcer D W Merrvfveld drew my 
atterition to a briqht object like a white star 
hanqinq mollonless about 10 000 feet above Mount 
Kvlimanjaro." 


They watched for three minutes and then reported 
it to the passengers and to Castleigh by radvo. 

"I examined it for several minutes through 
binoculars. Through the glasses I saw a metallic 
bullet-shaped object which must have been 200 feet 
long. At orie end was a square-cut vertical fin. Its 
colour was a dull silver and at regular intervals 
along the fuselage were vertical dark bands. (Fig 3) 
Its whole outline was clear and sharp arid there was 

rio haziness about it at all." 

Then the object moved eastwards, rising as it did 
so. It disappeared at about 40 000 feet. 

"The machine left no vapour trail and it had no 
vis.ible means of propulsion. My impression was that 
it was definitely a flying machine of some kind." 

The report was iri the Nairobi SUNDAY P0ST but I 
have not been able to verify it, nor to contact 
Capt Bicknell.

Hardly a meteor,or a balloon. And .if it were some 
type of rocket, could it have hovered motionless for 
such a long period of time .in UFO terms (3 minutes)? 


There have been literally hundreds of reports 
similar to these, most. of which I have retairied. 
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At the beginning of my .involvement with Ufology 
I was most met.iculous about noting esch and every 
' 1 ight-iri-the-sky incident', try ing to ident..i fy the 
'light' and involvirig myself in I remendous time 
wastage and correspondence. My reason for reportirig 
these incidents is to show that the regularity and 
freguency of UfO reports are no iess in Africa than 
anywhere else in the world. But as all this work is 
ori a striclly personal basis, and as costs are esca- 
lating, I have riow cut. them to the barest mrnimurn. 

My interest leans mori' to physical trace cases and 
tf IIIs (in part icular where several witriesses are 
mvolved) and very recently, since my vis.it to the 
t urid for U c 0 Research/MUF ON Conference, the 
possibility of 'abduction cases' in Africa. 

Over the years there have been a number of cases 
of cont act.ees and physical traces, or one or t he 
olher. 5o*ne have become well-know-i and wi I 1 nnt be 
new t.o the reader but are worlh nol ing as a recurd 
of pal I ern-mak ing liriJ episodes. Oul of t tu> lnmj lisl 
of cateqories I have for defining a casr', I want to 
emphasi/e the 'strangeness factor' . Not only is 
there a significance to the evenl, but often it is 
reflected in ot.her cases ìn many different parls of 
Ihe world, establishinq, althouqh in a limíled way, 
a Uf D paltern. For physical t races, I he followiir.j 
is perhaps my best casi'.. 111 

Oale : 12th Nnvember, 1972 

Situation : Rosmead, a small villaqe in the Karon, 
‘inulti Africa. 

Wilneuses : Whiles, Af r ikaaus-spt'ak iirj Sooth 
Af r i raris. 

Harold Iruter, Headmasler of the primary schonl 
in Rosmead, ret urrii'd from a weekend away; he arrived 
homc at about 2025 hours wheri he not ieed an unusual 
light iri the sky with a beam pointinq down Iuwards 
the ground. 
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He drew his wife's attention to this and Lhen went 
to park his car in the garage. He im-nediately rioticed 
that the practically new school tennis court had 
been viciously torri up along one side of the t ram- 
line. He called the police and the Chairman of the 
school' s PTA. 

Truter was later to find out that there had beeri 
several witnesses to what had beeri happening that 
evenirig. 

a) At 2015 that. everiing, Rifieman S.J Rosseau 
and three other soldiers were lying on mattresses 
outside the Duty Room at Rosmead Military Camp, 
t.rying to find a cool breath of air after the extreme 
heat of the day (100°F). The night was clear ar.d 
they were facing south towards the school teririis 
court some 200 metres away. Rosseau saw red lights 
circiing around inside the tennis court and thought 

it was the tail lights of a car, but realised there 
were no headlights. The lights were about l£ metres 
above the ground. He drew his friends' attentiori to 
this, and the lights then disappeared. There was no 
sound. The men debated reportirig the matter for 
some time. 

b) Iri Middelburg, at 2120, Police Sergearit Johan- 
ness Goosen and Constable Brazelle had both watched 
ari object in the sky changirig colour and movirig 
around. 

c) When Sgt Goosen went to investigate the 
incident in Rosmead, he noticed a streak of light from 
above the tennis court in the direct.ion of the moon. 
After a while the light disappeared. Gooseri's 
findings are as follows : 

.i) The gate of the court was secured. 

The fence surrouriding the court was 
1.6 metres high and in order. 
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ii) 


Thcre were several holes iri the tennis 
court; about five were over one metre 
in diameter, with a smaller hole equi- 
distarit from each large hole. Big 
pieces of tarmac had been r.ipped from 
the court and flung some distance away. 
In one i ì-itance a displaced piece of 
tar was approximately 60 cms iu 
diameter. 

iii) ; ho edges of the l.ar were pressed down, 
as though a weight had been resting 
on them. 

iv) Alongside the tennis court, abouf 4 
metres apart , were fwo bluegum trees. 
Following the incident, the police 
noticed I hat the leaves ori I he I rees 
facirig the court were badly burnl . 

v) Harold Truter's tiouse was 20 met res from 
the tennis court.. At I he corner of I hi' 
tiousr’ t here was a largi' st one which 
protruded about 'fy above the qround. 

The Truters’s small son ofit'ii stumbled 
on this and hurt himself, and Truter had 
tried lo remove the stone once or Iwict' 
bul found it more than he eould mauage. 
After I he niqht of the incident, howevt'r, 
I he storie was gone and had left a iarge 
hole in the qround. The stone was never 
found. Small pieces of tarmac (malch- 
sl iek size) wert' dr’eply embedded in t he 
garage wall as Ihough flunq there with 
coiis iderable force. 

vi) About 20(J met res from the tennis court , 
ori some raised qround, a small copse of 
bluequm trees were fourid to have small 
pieces of tar embedded in the trunk about 
four metres above ground level. 


Although retired, District Commandant of Pol.ice 
at Middelburg, Col B J van Heerden told me that. it 
was the most puzzling case of his police career, 
although there were plenty of ’ready’ solutions : 

1) A professor from the University of the 

Witwatersrand was sure it was a whirlwirid. 

When he was told about the burnt leaves 
he suggested it might have been liqhtning, 
despite the Met report of clear, blue, cloud- 
less skies during that day. 

2) Another solution was that t.he heat. of the 
day had melted the tarmac and caused the 

explosiori. The pressed-down tarmac edges 
(photographic evidence) were not taken 
into account! 

3) Col Neethling of the Police Laboratory said 
that there was rio radioact r v ity present in 
the pieces of tarmac nor in the burnt leaves. 
Therefore, he said, nothing stranqe had 
happeried iri Rosmead! ! ! 

4) He also said that there was evidence of 
pick-axe marks on the tarmac, but there 
has beeri no data available as to how he 
arrived at this conclusion. 

My assessmerit is that an unidentified object 
landed on the tenriis court and then found ifself 
embedded in the softened tar. Iri an effort to free 
itseif it virtually jumped from orie point to another 
(5 movements) and then managed to free itself. Some 
form of rapid rotary movement of the craft flung 
pieces of tar so that they became deeply embedded 
in the trunks of the trees and the garage wall. 
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Sirangeness Factor : 

1) The lifting of the enormous storie from riear 

the tennis court and its complete disappearance. 

2) The tarmac pieces embedded in the tall bluegum 
tree truriks some 200 metres from the terinis 
court at a height of approximately 4.6 metres. 

ramiliarities in UFQ patterns : 

1) The light beams pointirig at an angle to the 
ground. 

2) Rotatirig lights seen on the tennis court. 

3) Similarity of 5 marks with tine-marks 
on side.

Dat e : August 15, 1981 

5it uation : La Rochelle, a Forestry Commission 
Station, 9 km from Mutare, Zimbabwe. 

Witriesses : Black forestry workers, labourers aud 
foremen. 

Mashona Tribe of Zimbabwe. 

Ori August 15, 1981, twenty labourers returning 
from work in the fields at 1800 hours, saw a fire- 
ball rolling across the grourids of La Rochelle, a 
Forestry Commission station some 8 kilometres from 
Mutare in eastern Zimbabwe. *2 

Iri charge of the group was Clifford Muchena and he 
was as stunried as t he others; they watched Lhe 1j 
metre diameter fireball move from one s.ide of t.he 
lawris to the other, and theri roll up the slop.ing 
lawri to ari observation tower attached to the main 
house. "It walked up the wall of the tower", said 
Clifford, "and entered the top wiridow — theri it 
burst into flame." 
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Clifford rushed to nng the warnirig bell at. the 
side of the house, t.o call one of the Game Warderis 
to come guickly. As he was ringing t.he bell, the 
fire "gathered into a ball, came down the tower 
wall" past Clifford, and then burst int.o flames 
again when ìt reached t he Fantasy, an outbuildirig 
which used to house t.he ex-owner's orchids. 

Clifford ran to try and douse the flames, when 
he saw three men st.anding there with their backs 
to him. Hí' was sure one of them was Andrew 
Connolley, a Gamr' Warderi and his Supervisor. He 
called out , "Mr Connolley, Mr Connolley", arid 
slowly t he men t.urned round, whereupon Clifford 
fell to t.he ground. 

"I couldn't see Iherr faces because l.here was 
so much liqht shirnnq from them t hat. I had to 
put. my hands up to protect my eyes. Ihey were 
wearinq shiriy overalls." 

1hs« power from t he lrght forced Clifford to 
his krier«s and he remairied there until t.he liqht 
werit. out . When he looked aqa.ui, both the fire- 
bail and the men were qorie. 

"All the time 1 was very friqhtened," he said. 
Indeed f the women in the compound, witnesses to 
the siqhtiriq, had run off mto the bush with 
Lheir ehildreri and were not easily persuaded to 
return. All the witnesses I spoke to, Naison 
Sampirid.i, Cl.ifford Muchena, Eurnce Kachiti, 
were convinced that what. they had seen were ghosts, 
the spirits of t.heir ancestors. Probably a 
Shave , a lost. spirit. who has not fourid his way 
home because his descendants have not done their 
dut.y by him. There was no question ìri their 
mmds that. t.he figures were anything else. They 
had never heard of UFOs nor of men from Outer 
Space. In fact., they were openly scept.ical 
about men haviriq landed on the moon! 
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There are other caaes, some quite simple and yet 
unexplairied as to what they could have beeri, or ARE! 

Then there are complicated, on-qo.inq cases with 
numerous pheriomena and weird, fraghtenanq 
connotations. *3 

If I d.id riot know how mariy Ufoloqists ìri the world 
continue to investigate, coritinue to be my friends, 
and are ofteri of qreat assistance to me ìn these 
rather isolated and lonely irivestigations; if I did 
not know all this, I would have given up years ago. 

But my deternunat.ion to find the truth becotnes 
stronger each year. Arid uritil the goverriment s of 
the world do somethinq about. it, the public should 
be grateful that I, and so many others like me, 
feel the way we do! 


ABDUCTEES IN SOUTHtRN AfRICA 

Eollowiriq on the release of the book INTRUDERS by 
Budd Hopkins, upon my return from the Washinqton DC 
Lonference iri Jurie, 1987, I was surprrsed to find 
several abduction letters wa.it mg for me. 

The .interestiuq factor ìs that none of the people 
uivolved were aware of Budd Hopkins' book, nor of his 
serious uivestigations ìnto these cases. Ihe only 
case that had reached me prior to my visit to 
Washuigt on was the 'Janet ' case from Durtiari, Sout h 
Africa. The other t.hree were totally new to me 
althouqh they had occurred some time previousiy. 

I knew for certain that Budd's book had not reach- 
ed Africa. Upon closer quest.ion.uiq, I also knew t.hat 
none of those involved had read MISSING TIME and in 
fact, due to the lack of media commurncatlon on UFO 
material, none of them was aware of abduction cases. 
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Naturally, I do not have Budd's expertise, but 1 do 
have access to some top clinical and governmerital 
psychologists and perhaps with their co-operatiori, and 
hypnotic regression, we might find that indeed, the 
abduction experience is a universal one. 

One further faetor I must merition: all of the abduc- 
tees involved are of white European descent. 

However, I find that through personal lectures and radio 
tiroadcasts, I am reaching an ever-increasinq circle 
of black African people and with time ,perhaps, I may 
hear more of their experiences too.

REPORÍ FROM JENNY, of BULAWAYO, ZIMBABWF . 

' My name is Jeririy and 1 live in Bulawayo, Zimbabwe. 

I will try and reiate my experience as briefly as poss- 
ible, keepinq to the point. This will be rather 
difficult, as it was iriitially a 'psychic' experierice, 
arid as you are probably aware, makes orie seem a bit 
crazy. 

Over several years 1 have been involved with a 
'travelling' dream where a man in white would appear 
in my dream, catch hold of my hand and take me to show 
me where I would riext live. Being an Army wife 
at the time, quite a bit of traveíling was done, arid he 
riever failed to show me my next posting. My husbarid 
was at first very mocking but soon began to respect 
the information I received. The dreams of this nature 
were very few and far between. 

One night, not long after arriving in what was theri 
Rhodesia(Zimbabwe) as a new immigrant, (one night in 
September, either 1973/4)^, he arrived in my dream again 
and holding my hand (he never said a word, ever) we were 
off, flying low over a grey choppy sea, towards ari 
octagonal-shaped building with large windows in each 
side, sitting there on top of the sea. 

Next thing, we were inside. 
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I saw young men and women iri blue suits (like overalls) 
sitting there at. various consoles with computer key- 
boards and TV screens above them showing what looked like 
earth seen from satellites; similar to the weather 
charts we see today. A beautiful womari, dressed iri the 
same blue, about 30-years-old and with long bloride hair, 
came over to me. She could see me, arid explained that 
Lhey were watch.ing our earth, and this young man - she 
poirited - was monitoring an earthquake cond.it ion about 
to occur in Turkey. I can't. remember all that was said, 
but I gathered that although they were very kind, some 
sort of manipulat. ing was going on; Vin our own interests' 
and helpirig with over-population too. 

I felt rather scared and a lit.tle horrified, but they 
seemed to understand rny feelinqs arid were still very 
kind to me and they t.ook their duty - if t.hat .it was - 
very seriously, as though t.hey were responsible for our 
welfare. 

I woke up with very m.ixed feelirigs. The dream was 
so vivid, I hoped it. wasn'l real, and my belief in God 
was very much shaken. 1 havt' since come to terms wrth 
the whole God/lJt 0 thinq. Anyway, wtien I tried to t ell 
my friend abouf this dream, or my husband, L sufferi'd 
the most violent headache; a really stabbing pain. 

To make matters worse, t.he dreadful eart.hquake in Tur- 
key happened. I think the sea we flt'w over was the 
Atlantic. 

One year later, in September, t.here was this chap in 
my dream agam. He t ook my hand and we were flying 
over a blue sea that turned dark as a violent storm 
hlew u p. In the dislance was a qiqant ic water-spout, 
and below was a small sailing boal . obviously in dis- 
fress, and caught up suddenly in a whirlpool that was 
draggiriq it into a black hole which was t he centre. 
Suddenly, there I was again, iriside a small room look- 
inq at t hree younq people whom 1 knew were on that. 
boat . A short timc seems to have passed as they seem- 
ed well, if a little dazed. On fhe wall opposite me 
was a transmitter showing all radio dials etc. and 
crackling noises were issuing from it. 


I think a young man in blue was operat. ing it. 

He came into l he room, walked to t.he lady wit h 
blonde hair dressed in blue (fhe same one from the 
dream a year ago). I smiled as I recognized her. 

The Lhree young people, two men and a girl, all be- 
gan askniq her questions when a man’s voice was 
heard over the radio givinq a code name and numbers, 
and sayinq somet.hinq like 'Come in , please'. The 
younqsters recogmzed the voice and were very excited. 
The woman in hlue said that allhough in the past., 
people could not qo liack t.o the othi'r Dimension, 
they had now perfeeted a way of transference and 
they would be able to qet back whereas before it 
had been impossible. 

The youriq girl elecfed to stay as she said she 
had no really close family and was obviously very 
excited aboul the whole set-up she found herself 
in. The t wo young men said they defin.it.ely wanted 
t.o ret.urn. The radio voice was merit ioriinq ’Florida' 
and sounded very distressed. The lady Ln blue 
caut ioned the qirl about her decision and remirided 
her that if she underwerit the cell-chanqe, she 
could never return. This process, 1 was led to 
believe, was somet hirig to do with the non-deterio- 
ratiori of cells, in that they renewed themselves 
as oppossed to our cell structures decaying, and the 
metabolism slowing down. Anyway, the girl still 
wanted to stay. 

Next thing I knew 1 was above the sea, watch.ing 
Lhe small boat on a riow calmer sea, with the youriq 
men lyinq .in it. Now you will say, the 'Bermuda 
Triangle’. Fine, but I can assure you that it was 
a good few years later that. I first heard of this, 
and I didn't kriow that Florida was anywhere rtear it. 
Also, it was a while later when my daughter brouqht 
home a book from school on 'Weather Coriditioris af 
the World' that I saw the waterspout and found out 
that whirlpools are a common thing off the coast 
of Florida. 
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A11 of this gave me food for t.hought! 1 have often 
wondered how to find out whether a young g.irl with 
shoulder-length dark hair, very pretty, was lost in a 
storm off the coast of Florida, about. September, 197-4/ 
75. And have there been any more disappearances? 

I suffered a bl.indirig headache wheri trying t.o tell 
my husband anythirig and that would happen for quite 
a while. As a post-seript, I was watching 'Arthur 
Clarke's Mysterious World’ series on TV and he was 
showing a programme on UFOs. I was enjoying the pro- 
gramme when they mentioned a woman in the north of 
Brit.airi/Scotland who had heard a loud noise on her 
roof whilst shc was in the k.itchen. I felt my heart 
hammering in my chest and when they said ' She werit 
outside t.o see what it was', I literally jumped with 
excitement in my chair and yelled, 'lt’s them, the 
Ones in Blue. 1 know it's t.hem ...' 

The woman was asked what she saw and she said, 

' There was this large craft and lookiny out of t ht> 
windows at me were people in blue. They were very 
good-look ing; one, a woman with bloride hair, tiad 
such compassionat e eyes when she looked at me' - or 
words to that effect. 

My famiiy aski'd, 'How on eart.h did you kriow?' 

I don't. know but I knew st raight away that t hey had 
paid thal woman a visit. 

I am also sure t hat if they ever came arourid my 
patch, I am sure thal í would know them. I have lo 
find oul. what year I hi> Turk ish earthquake was lo 
pinpoint the first dream. 

And also, has anyone else seen people in blue? '

RFPORT FRDM MB, MASVINGO, ZIMBABWE 

One evening when I was liv.ing iri Vereeniging, in 
South Africa, about. 23 years ago(T964), I was 


amongst a group of people and the coriversation turn- 
ed t.o Elizabeth Klarer and her fantastic claims 
about outer space-craft visiting her with spaee 
beirigs on board. Everybody wondered if there just 
might be something to her stories and I expressed 
the opinion that nothing could ever make me enter- 
ta.in that nonsense. A few hours later I had gone 
to bed and switched the light off. Suddenly I 
became aware of a soft, fine, vibrating sourid and 
as 1 stared into the darkness 1 saw a round silver 
object. speeding towards me and stopping just above 
my face. Its shape was like the i1lustration. 



It really was magnificerit. As it hung above my 
face, it whirred and vibrated softly. It was there 
for quite a long while and the orily thought in my 
mind was: so they are real! 

About two years later I received a second vis.it 
from this craft. I was cjuietly in bed with my mind 
just immersed in the ways of the late everiing when 
1 became aware of a far-off whirring vibration and 
I listened keenly for a moment or two when the thing 
again suddenly came sailing towards me arid hung 
over my face. The sound was like the humminq of a 
swarm of bees in a hive at night . As I looked at it, 
I suddenly was inside it, sitting on the surround- 
ing seat and looking out the window at the Earth 
below. 
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It was flying so low that I could see ploughed 
grourid arid fences and 1 could even see small pebbles 
lying about, but in the twinkling of an eye it swept 
upwards and nothing more was visible but the interior 
of the craft.

ABDUCTION REPORT EROM JANET : SUUIH AFRIEA 

’ This occurred in 1969. 1 was divorced at. the 

t ime and livinq ori my own in a small flat. iri central 
Durban. I have never forgotten what took place 
althouqh i t. was so many years ago. I have told 
very few people about it. as it seemed pointless and 
so many people laugh it off as a stranqe dream, or 
that I am soft in the head. 

On this particular night I had great difficulty 
in fallinq asleep, a useless sort of feeling, toss- 
ing and turnirig, waitinq almost for something to 
happen.but riot knowing what. 1 decided to make 
myself a cup of coffee and then sat up in bed 
dririkirig it. 

It was while I was sittirig up in bed that I noticed 
my wardrobe seemed to be fading into the wall. The 
street lights shone into the room,so itwas not 
completely dark. Instead of the wardrobe beirig 
where .it should be, there was now a long dark tunnel, 
shaped like an ice-cream corie. At the end of the 
tunnel was a tiny l.iqht which was getting larger 
by the minute. I sat with my chin resting ori my 
kriees, terribly afraid, arid not able to move. 

The light grew larger and larqer and 1 saw this 
man who seemed to step out. of the tunnel. He was 
tall, wearing a qreenish jacket and pants, black 
boots which came up to his knees and he also wore a 
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thick black belt. His eyes were huqe, really huqe; 
his hair was brown and close-cropped, as though 
someone had put a bowl on his head and cut around it. 
Hie ears were also large, lying close to his head 
and t.ipped at the ends. His sk.in seemed to have a 
tan to it; his mouth was a straiqht line with no lips. 

He raised h.is right arm and beckoned to me to eome 
to him. Although he never operied his mouth, I could 
hear the words, "Come, come". I remember answerinq 
back in my mirid, "Bloody hell, I’m not qoing anywhere 
with you!" At that moment, I felt I was be.ing 
sucked down Lhis tunnel, and I was beirig half-draqqed 
down a long,lorig passage br.ightly lit up, althouth I 
didn't see ariy light fittings. 

The passaqe seemed to go on forever. Two people 
ori either side of me qnpped each arm in a vice, and 
they were walking very fast., as I could not keep up 
with them, herice t.hey dragged my feet. alonq wilh 
them. I was afraid to turn my head to see who t.hey 
were so I kept my eyes qlued iri frorit. I remember a 
room, also very bright, with a hiqh narrow lable wilh 
white sheet s; t he room was cold and i t. had a stranqe 
smell. After that, 1 remember nothing. 

1 woke in t.he morning with a st rangi* feeling wtiich 
1 find difficult to put int.o words. My arms were 
painful and fe11 as heavy as lead. I couldn't raise 
fhem to put ori my make-up or comb my hair.' 

Janet had other experiences since this occasion, 
but this part icular onc’ seems to have t riqgered it 
all off. She says she feels she can read people's 
thouqhts, she cari sometimes see throuqh walls, and 
spiritual beinqs seem to appear to her.

KEHUHl t KUM : W S Van Heerden, Suririyside, Pretoria, 

50UTH AFRICA 

1 It. was while serving as South African Corisul- 
General in Mozambique from 10t.h May, 1963 to 6Lh 
Auqust., 1970, t hal 1 siqhLed a UF 0 at Louren^o 
Marques (now called Maputo) on Friday, 13th 
December, 196B. 

1 had arranqed for a friend of mine, Mr Arrie 
Mastenbroek, a master woodworker and buildinq cori- 
tractor then livinq in Pretoria, whom I had come 
to know when he did work on my house in Pretoria, 
to build a 'Thai' catamaran yacht from plans and 
two fibre-glass hulls which I had imported from 
the United Kiriqdom. Boat building was Mr Masteri- 
broek's special interest and hobby. He had railed 
the yacht from Pretoria, and was st.aying with me in 
Louren^o Marques durinq the builders' holidays 
while we riqqed the mast and tuned the craft which 
was kepl at the Clube Naval near to arid south of 
Polana Beach. 

On 13th December 1968 at about 3 pm we travelled 
in the back of the chauffeur-dr.iven car from west 
to east dowri Avenida da Republica which was one of 
the main thoroughfares of the city (arid may riow have 
been renamed). Pass.ing the showgrounds and the Clube 
de Pesca , we rounded Porita Vermelha (Red Poirit) and 
riow travelling north with the road riqht next to the 
sea and the cíiff on our left, we had an uriobstructed 
view of the bay to the east. and north-east. It was 
a brilliaritly clear day of blue sky and sea. It was 
then that I saw this object, stationary at a po.int 
which I estimated to be roughly above the small 
island of Xefiria (proriounced She-fee-na) which is 
situated in the bay of Louren^o Marques, arid which 
was theri being used by the military. 

The shape of the object was similar to that which 
would be obtairied by placing two saucers or plates 
together so that the bottoms, i.e. the convex sides, 
are both on the out.side. 
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The view which I had was from the side, so that. t he 
shape was elonqated and taperinq at both erids. lt 
is difficult t.o estimate size, but it. was larqe, and 
to make a clumsy comparison I would say t.hat the size 
could have been of the same maqnitude as that of an 
ocean-qoinq ship. It was solid, with clear-cut lines 
and no fuzziness at all such as cloud or smoke. The 
colour was dark qrey. 1 could not distinquish any 
detail such as portholes or protruberances. It was 
d.ifficult to est imat.e the alt itude, but the object 
could have been, say, 190 t.o 200 metres above the 
level of the sea. 1 saw it probably for no more than 
30 seconds. 

As 1 was sittinq on t.he riqht hand side of the car, 
L.e. on the side nearest the sea, 1 exclaimed and 
drew Arrie Mastenbroek' s attention to t he object., but 
he too may have seen it when I did. The car then 
passed behind trees qrowinq on a parkinq area just 
south of the Clube Naval and between the road and the 
sea. I told the driver not lo stop at. the Clube Naval 
but to continue on. We passed the Clube Naval and the 
pavilion on the Polana Beach so that buildinqs thus 
obstructed the view from the road. I said t.o Arrie 
that I hoped the object would not be qone by the time 
we reqained a clear view. 

From the pavilion, the road ascends the embankment. 
towards the Polana Hotel. Clear of the pavilion, and 
with a view of the bay, the object was not where we 
had last seen it, but it flashed into view for a split 
second, climbinq and travellinq at qreat. speed towards 
the south-west, i.e. passinq directly over the city, 
but the view of it now was of a completely circular 
disc. No sound other than the sound of our movinq car 
was discernable and there was no flame or colour.''

RFPORT BY J S 0F CAPE TOWN 

' Somet.ime about the end of November/early 
December 1980, I had qone to fetch a rtew maid iri 
Montevista, just out.side Cape Town, and was travel- 
linq on the national road towards Cape Town, drivinq 
slowly and lookinq out the wirtdow artd sometimes up 
into the sky.- I don't remember the day of the week 
or time of day, but it was a clear day and I saw a 
pinprick of liqht in the sky throuqh the riqht-hand 
side window. It seemed t.o be movirtq irt an arc 
around the earth. I thouqht it was a Sputnik . It 
vanished and then was visible, arid I recall seeinq 
a 'scratch' of liqht... that's when I became inter- 
ested. It. came down iri an arc and it seemed to be 
doinq somethinq very stranqe before it. came down, 
because it seemed to stop arid move and behave 
stranqely. After co’ninq down in an arc, it came 
dowri lower and theri dropped straiqht down. When 
this happened I thouqht it was spaee debris, but I 
wondered why there was so much flame. This was 
comirtq from the back. 

I thirik that even before it dropped, I stopped 
the car, qot. out with the ma.id and we stood at the 
back of the vanette on the left-hand side, watchinq 
this 'thinq'. It was droppinq down much slower 
thari one would expect; at first it seemed to be 
fallinq, later on it. d.idn't. seem to be qoinq so fast 
at all. lt became clearer and I could see it was 
definitely a rocket. It came down straiqht, theri 
it curved or made an arc, then started to move not 
quite parallel to the qround but at an anqle towards 
the qround, and it came riqht in front of us; it was 
st.ill far away but it was enormous! The first thinq 
that struck me was that it looked so biq , and so 
new. There was no burn mark as one miqht expect 
from the back of a rocket. There was no paint 
damaqe; it looked completely new and clean. 
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ÍL was mamly whitc but. it had some red, white and 
blue. It. was not distorted by smoke or flames. It 
was very clear, clean and new. 

Wheu it was almost horizontal to t.he qround I had 

a very clear look at it for a louq Iime. 1 was 

surprised that il was so short. aud very thick m 

diameter; it was actually dumpy. The nose was uot a 

lonq, poiuted nose; it was a coue-shaped thmq and 
there was a short nose and it had nothinq prot.rudmq 
from 1 1 . 

The first thmq I hat. st ruck me - I didn'l recall 
this clearly until someone menttoned it - was the 
letters U 5 A. I did recall it had a flaq on it but 
couldri't recall that 1 1. had U S A written on the side, 
but. wheu someone ment loned 'letters' over t.he phone t he 
other day, 1 1. suddenly struck me that. was what I want.ed 
to remember about it. ] remember thirikiriq: hell, t he 
Americans have qot an absotute nerve, pamtitiq this 
t.hmq wilh U S A lii sucti enormous letters; they were 
very biq. 

I would compare it wrth a Jumtro jet. It looked 
thrcker than a Jumbo to me. Aud t.he flame - you 
couldn't see t.his thmq without wondermq how thts 
flame was produced, ìt. was so tremendous, I'd say 
poss ibly four t.imes Lhe leuqth of the rocket, arid of 
course il was wider than the rocket.. The colour 
appeared to be yellow and oranqe, riot a blue flame. 

And il wasri'l makinq a lot of rioise. The back of the 
rocket was flat , without. any opemnq, but there was so 
much flame that orie could not. see into it. I just 
thouqht it was a secret weapon - but I don't. believe 
the Amencaris would do this over Cape Town. There 
was no trouble with my eyes, theri or subsequently. 

I was riot affected phys.ically eLther. 

I think there miqht. have beeri some noise but. 
certairily riot much. Not what. one would expect from 
somethmq 1 ike Lhat. 

1 wasn't. impressed with the noise; I was 
impressed with the flame. 


And with the letters U SA and the cleanliness of it 
and the flaq and th? njTibcrs. The flaq came after 
the U S A. The shortness of th? rocket also, and 
about the d.irection it was goinq. After it made 
this curve it went in a dead straiqht line towards 
t.he centre of Cape Town. It was amazinq that it 
went. so st.raiqht. And I wondered, because of these 
chariqes of direction and turns, if t.here were people 
ori board. Ihe nearer it qot to Cape Town, t.he more 
anxious 1 became. There could possibly be a nuclear 
warhead on the darri thinq. And I wondered if I'm 
far enouqh away t.o be affected by a nuclear bomb? 

1 thouqht., yes I am, and what do 1 da? It was qjite 
an unreal experience! 

The youriq coloured maid, she knew I was qoing to 
be her employer so she was rather shy of me. She was 
pretty scared to comii'jnicate w.ith me. Bul she 
certairily didn't ruri away. 1 know she saw it, we 

both qot out of the car to look at it. Unfortunately 
I canriot remember her riame nor hnw t.o qet hold of 
her. She orily worki'd for me for 3 days because wr' 
found she was takinq thinqs and I had to let her qo. 

I didri’t try and st op anyone else, bul I looked at 
t he cars passinq. Aft.er a while I realized that. rio 
one was stoppinq; every one was drivinq on, past 
this thinq and past me, nobody looked up. The maid 
and I just stood Ihert', on the ki'rb at t he side of 
the car, lookinq up, but at t.hat t ime there was not 
much traffic qoinq towards Cape Town. Nobody paid 
any attent io-i to me or t.o t he rocket . In any case, 

I don't think anyone would notice two people stop- 
pinq on the sid? of the road. I would have expected 
t hat somr'body would have slowed down, and aft er a 
time 1 t houqht i t. stranqe, why t.he cars kept qoinq, 
nobody seemed t.o be worryinq about this thinq. 

lt was now cominq down at a short anqle, not quit.e 
parallel to th? qround. l'm not completely sure 
about t.hat , but I think wtieri it came back, it came 
parallel to th? qround, qoinq towards Cape Town. 


Then it turned round and came closer to me. It waa 
like a V-shape movement, and this time it came closer 
to me. It was now headinq towards Bellville. The 
turn was quite sharp, mueh sharper than I would have 
expected it to make. When 1 In orbit' it made that 
sliqht curve, not sharp; wheri it dropped from there, 
there was no sharp movement; when it curved towards 
Cape lown that was a pret.ty biq curve, but it made 
a sharp curve when it came back from Cape Town 
lowards me. It was an uriusual movement ; very unusual, 
a left -anqle movement parallel to the qrourid. 

The speed was slower l han one would expect. and it 
was extremely controlled, t.he whoie thinq. The one 
time when it. didn't seem controlled was vnheri I first. 
saw it in the sky. Wheri it was hiqh up, it seemed 
like somethinq was struqqlinq to qet. somethiriq riqht. 
Then i» did not seem to be as precise as when it 
came down. Ihen, its precise coutrol was quite impres- 
s.ive: as it came towards me, I looked at the f lame a 
lot; it wasn't the rocket , it was Lhe flame that 
interested rne the most because 1 thouqht, where do 
they store the fuel to qenerate such a lot of flame? 

And it was fuel I thouqht of, riot. any other kind of 
propulsion. I wondered if the thinq contairied 

mostly fuel, to be burninq it. up like Lhat. 

On the actual'rocket'there was the flaq, the larqe 
U S A let.t.ers and then there were, I think, letters 
and numbers, I can't be sure, but there did not seem 
to be a lot. of numbers or letters, it wasn't a lenqthy 
thinq. I was able to remember it for quite a while. 
Thinkinq back, I feel there were two letters and four 
riumbers. 

I dido’t say anythinq to the coloured girl. She 
was very shy and I quess awed by me... a bit scared 
of me. The th.ing t.hat had entered my mind 
immediately - in fact I was corwinced of it - was that 
this was a Russian rocket. Because why would the 
Américans Lest a rocket over Cape Town? 
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It was so precise in movemerit, I thouqht they were 
testing it lo see if they could manoeuvre the 
thing precisely over Cape Town. it moved iri such 
a dead straiqht line that I thought they moved 
it away from the city so people in the city would 
not see it. If people looked up they could very 
eas.ily see it. The t..ime might. have been t.hree or 
four o'clock iri the afterrioon. It was a very clear 
and hot day, typical of that t.imo of th? year. 

I was conviriced it was a Russian rocket, so the 
lettering surpr.ised me. 

The A of the U 5 A was not sharp at the t.op but 
rourided, and the flaq was much smaller than the 
letters, and in front of them. The colours were 
red, white and blu?. The let.ters were across t.he 
body, as if the th.inq was desiqned to travel that 
way, horizontal t.o the qround. 

That niqht I told my wife about it. and she 
believed me. I tried to discuss it but couldi’t 
find anyorie seriously int.erested. I felt there 
must have been others who must have seen it, and 
someorie would have co'it.acted t.he authnr it ies about 
it... I couldri't be the nrily one who saw it.. I 
expected somethinq to be iri the papers, but there 
was nothing. 

When the object went. past me the first time, it 
was quite far away. Then it came back towards me 
the second t ime arid I cari't recall whet.her, when it 
went up, ìt went st.raiqht up all the way out of 
siqht , or whether it curved at the top. But I 
watched it for a loriq t ime and kept sayiriq to my- 
sel f: is i t. qoinq up into outer space, or keepiriq 
within the earth's atmosphere? And this was very 
important to me because, if it's iri the earth's 
atmosphere, t.hen it is a secret. weapon; and if it 's 
qoinq irito outer space, then it's something to be 
taken more seriously. I was a bit dásturbed when it 
wcnt up so hiqh t.hat I couldn't. see it any more. 
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Now aftor so many years 1 think it could have 
been Americafi but I don't kriow what to think any 
more. I feel confused but it doesn't bother me 
really, 1 recall most. of what happeried very 
clearly but I wish I could recollect if there was 
anythinq more on t.hat object, other than the flaq, 

U S A letters and the other let.ters arid riumbers. 

I feel there was somethinq else I should recall. 

The thinq had t io windows , nothinq. I felt it 
was beinq cont.rofled by people thousands of miles 
away. Well, they had a damn nerve to test. it over 
Cape Town Lu the middle of Lhe day. 1 didn't 

think it was from outer space, but wheri 1 saw it. qo 
so hiqh up at the end, then it worried me. 

It. could be from outer space. 

Another thinq that's always bothered me: what 
made it come down? I know it was qoiriq across... 
it was as if there was an arqument takinq place 
Lrisidf, with orie qu/ say.inq, 'Look, we qo down 
here', and another saymq, 'No, we qo stra.iqht on 
int.o the arc'. There seemed to be some indec.ision 
about the way it came down the first time, almost. 
as if they were trying to correct direction. 

If they were in an arc, I cari imaqirie they were iri 
orbit.. To come down in an arc, the way they did - 
I thouqht they had run out of space and had come 
down .into t.he earth's atmosphere... arid theri 
dropped... I still feel there was something else 
about the rocket... it was somethinq on t.he 
rocket but I cari't recall .it. I remember the 
paintinq, it was beautifully done. 

It must have been tremendously heavy. This was 
somethinq biq , possibly bigger than a Jumbo , and 
,it came much lower than one would expect from a 
thing that size. About as low as an aeroplane is 
allowed to fly ... about 500 feet. I also want 
to add that the letters U S A were enormous 
on this thing. I'm curious to know if letters 
are that large on rockets today. 
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The rocket was painted white, the letters were 
black, and flag was red, white and blue. But. 
there is a feelinq I have about the colours, some- 
thing about there beinq more blue and more red, 
and somethinq more I cannot recall. '

CAROLINf g f ZIMBABWE 

This incident t.ook place on Ist April, 1988. 
Caroline lives about 8 Km south of Chipinqe, in the 
Eastern Hiqhlands of Zimbabwe. She says : 

"I was lying awake in bed; lyinq ori my back. I 
had been asleep earlier, but. I woke and could not 
qo back to sleep aqairi. The niqht felt stranqe and 
there was a pecuiiar air about t.he place. This was 
after midriiqht , but I do not. kriow t.he exact. time. 

Everythinq was silent, even the crickets had 
stopped Lheir chirpinq. I felt cut off from every- 
orif' and 1 coutd riot everi hear the t.icking oT t.he 
clock on the table beside rmy bed (it normally has a 
very loud t ick). 

All this seemed to t.ake place in a spli t-second. 
Ihe next thinq a ball of white liqht. shot throuqh 
Itie ceilinq, about 4 or 5 feet from the corner of 
the ceiling and straiqht down to t.he floor. 

Ihe object was rather briqht but did not really 
hurt. my eyes. I could not raise my hand to shield 
my eyes as I was unable to move. íhe only t.hinq I 
can liken t.he liqht Lo is the fluorescent-tube 
liqhts when they first come on. I had the shock of 
my 1 i f e J 

This ball of liqht lit up the t.op of the dressirig 
table - which stood at the foot of the bed - and the 
area betweer thedressinq-table and my bed. 
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This l.iqht seemud to bt> suspt'iided iu the air at t ht> 
heiqht of my bed arid dressinq-table -- this is about 
2 to 3 feet from th? floor. The rest of the room 
and the floor beueath this liqht. remained as dark 
as the riiqht. I noticed t.he beams of liqht. 
radiatinq from the object were lonqer horizon ta1ly 
Lhan they were vertical ly . F rom the t ime lhis ball 
of liqht had come throuqh t he ce.il inq, I had been 
uriable to move any part of myself except my head 
which I could move rrom side to side, but could not 
lift up. 1 could not aetually see the ball of liqhl 
althouqh 1 looked for it.. 

Next, 1 looked up at the ceilinq where this ball 
of liqht had come throuqh and I saw Lhis shafL of 
1 iqht iri what. seemed 1 ike Lhe corner of the ceilinq 
(it was the same type of liqht. as the ball of liqht). 
Somethinq told me to look at. the foot of my bed: 
the ball of liqht was hoverinq there between my 
feet. Unabte t .0 move I aqain turned my eyes toward 
the shaft of liqht. I followed its ienqth hiqher 
and hiqher, everi hiqher Lhan the bedroom ceilinq. 

At the end of the shafl of l.iqht there was a 
’flyinq Saucer’. It had several windows, one at 
each end and either 2 or 3 in-betweeri. They were 
filled with this rich qoiden-colour liqht. It 
seemed to be made of a dull mustard-brown type of 
metal. I looked at it for quite some time. 

Suddenly, I noticed the outline of the top of three 
trees which were a dark r.ich-qreen colour. Behind 
the top of these trees I could see the sky; it was 
a m.id-blue colour arid really clear. A stranqe liqht 
seemed to permeate the sky and qive it this 
unusual briqht blue colour. 

I felt as thouqh, whoever it was, wanted to take 
me up in this beam of liqht. I may have risen 
above my bed, but I did not. take my eyes off this 

shaft. of liqht so I am not sure. I do know that 

I eould not feel my bed benath me. I tried to call 

someone but I could not inake myself heard. I felt 

as thouqh I was cut off from everyone else. 
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The next minute I could see riothinq; I was left. 
lookinq up at my bedroom ceiling. It seemed as 
thouqh I had been drained of all my enerqy so I 
was feeliriq rather weak. I could hear the whirrinq 
sounf of somethinq whizzinq around outside. I can- 
not really associate the 'wh.irr.iriq' with anythinq 
as it did not remind me of ariything. It was a slow 
modulating sound, with high and low tones; as 1 
heard it 1 imaqiried someth.inq going around. As soon 
as I felt. I had regained my enerqy I manaqed to look 
at the time on my bedroom clock. It. was about 3:33 
a.m. on the morriing of 1 Apr.il, 1988. 

Quickly, I scrambled out of bed and pulled the 
curtain aside. The sky was the same colour blue as 
1 had described before (I had riot. looked outside 
prior to Lhis). The ground arid shrubs near the 
window were lit. up with this stranqe liqht. 

Everythinq was deadly silent except. for this whirring 
sourid. I could not see anythiriq on thè qrourid or in 
t.he sky, so I Lhouqht whatever it was must' be above 
the roof. 

I dashed to wake my mother but on the way there 
the liqhts went oul and I was left standinq in the 
dark. They were off for only a short period of tim> 
but it was pitch black while they were off. I woke 
mymolher but t he whirririq sound had stopped wheri t he 
liqhts camr> back on. We looked out of my bedroom 
window ariri the sky had changed back to normal and 
everywhere was dark. We then dashed outside> but 
could not see anythinq. 

I think Ihe object must havf> hovered just abovf' 
the roof berause there are so many trees, shrubs and 
aerials that. there would be no place t.o land even if 
it want.ed to. It must have been hoverinq because 
the beam seemed to qo to a qreat heiqht; even thouqh 
the ‘Flyiriq Saucer ’ appeared small, it qave the 
impressio’i that it was quite biq. 

I tried l.o locate the l.rees that I saw. I think 
they wert' the silver oaks qrowinq t.oget.her some dist- 
ancf' from t he house (.13 to .31 Km).They are very tall 
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lhe Tlyinq Saucer' appeared Lo be hoverinq at 
an anqle enablinq me to see partially beheath it. but 
it miqht have been due to the slope of the land.’ 

The slope of land betweeri the house and the trees 
■is qreat, There is also open land wherf’ the trees 
are qrowiriq. Wewerit to have a look but we could not 
see anythiriq stranqe or uriusual. 

The anqle of the trees and the position of this 
’Tlyinq Saucer' was more or less in a north-easter ly 
direction. The next morninq we looked outside for 
any evidence of the object havinq been there but we 
could find riothiriq at all. 

My mot.her and I had woken my two sisters arid we 
sat in the sitt.inq room discussinq t.he UFO... Later 
my mother left the roorn. It must have been between 
5:00 and 5:15 on the morriinq of Ist April, wheri the 
next incident took place. 

The lamp in the corner of the sittinq room (which 
is almost. in t he opposite direction from the corner 
of my room where the UF0 had appeared) qrew duil but 
did riot qo out. We commented on the fact. 

A tew minutes later, I felt strariqe arid very liqht, 
as thouqh I was floatinq. I could not feel the chair’ 
beneath me. I looked at my one sister (Fiq 3) who 
was facinq me, to see whether she felt. the sarne 
effects as I did. Althouqh I could see a qrey haze 
between the two of us, she was not aware of it. 

1 tried to ask my other sister if she folt any- 
thinq (Fiq 2) but when she spoke her words sounded 
corifused and distorted. Her words rari into each 
other so I could riot hear what she was sayinq. She 
said later that. she had spoken clearly. Her words 
were slurred, in a sense. My sister (Fiq 3) said 
that she (F.iq 2) sounded as thouqh she was a lonq 
way off. 

Later, we fourid out that she also felt weiqhtless 
but. as we could see each other we kriow that rio orie 
actually floated, even thouqh the feelinq was there. 
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My sister (Fiq 2) left t.he roorn t.o eall my 
mother who was in the kitchen at the time. While 
she was qone my secorid sister (Fiq 3) and I (Fiq 1) 
heard the whirrinq stop. 

My roother sa.id that she had not. riot.iced the 
liqhts qoiriq dull." 

****»*»■»#* 

Caroline is nearly 22 years old. She wears 
qlasses but did not have them on wheri the first 
incident occurred, althouqh she wore them subse- 
queritly. Her impression is that the first incident 
started after midniqht, but as she did not observc 
the clock-face, she is riot sure of the time. 
She^knows that when it was over, the time was 

oht cannot recollect any previous experience 
in her childhood or subsequently. 

She also says t.hat she has not qiven UrOs much 
thouqht prior to this incident. Her feelinqs are 
ttiat they are somethiriq seen by people 'out of 
doors' or in the niqht sky. She had no idea that 
"they could penetrate physical barriers, i.e. 
wails and ceilinqs. This means we have rio real 
protect ion aqainst. them. I feel t.hat some are 
qood while others are evil. At the time I 
remember sayinq mentally, 'God, is this qood or 
evil?' I think l should mention that I wear a 
cross around my rieck at all times." 

Caroline ment ioris that she has riot read any UFO 
books. "I have always felt that they are not my 
scerie." 7 

Caroline reports that one of her sisters, waken- 
ed by the excitement., co-rmerited on Caroline's eyes. 
5he said they were ' larqe and sort of qlow.inq. ' 

At the time, they were both in semi-darkness.

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THE WHISTLING CASE in thc Cape, SOUTH AFRICA 


This case was investiqated by Prier Wiritle of 
Cape Town, South Africa. It miqht have no UFO 
correlation at. all, but it is a multi-witness case 
and intrigjinq all t.he same. The report was made 
by W C Coetzer and the event occurred on 24th May, 


1982.

Seven teachers were walkinq in the Cedarberq, 
near Clanwiiliam, Cape, on an outiriq. They were 
riear t.he Maltese Cross ( obviously a local land- 
mark) with four of them 2 - 3 Km ahead. Coetzer's 
child was with him and his brot.her was about. 5>0 
metres ahead. Another teacher, Miss Lahe, was 50 
metres ahead of Coetzer's brolher. They were not 
one another but all experienced 
Ihey saw nothmq but. heard a 
of very hiqh frequency. They 
for 2-3 seconds, like a qenera- 
t or powered by Lhe wmd, a 'wh-wh-wh’ sound. 

After about a minuLe, ìt came aqain. 

Coetzer's child asked him what it was. He told 
the child to be quiel so that he could lisl(*n. 

There were no telephorie liries riearby which miqht 
be the cause. Coetzer heard i t. for the third t ìme 
bul much louder on this occasion. The sound was 
clear, like that. of a sonbesie. Coetzer looked 
up at the sky fur it seemed as thouqh the sound 
came from directly overhead, but the frequency was 
also chanqmq, like a Doppler effect when somethiriq 
passes one, movinq rapidly. There was also a stranqe 
feeliriq m Coetzsr's hair, I ike wind. The.n h? 
noticed that the tiairs on his bare arrns were starid- 
mq upriqht, yet he felt no fear, which is t.he 
usual cause of Lhis effect. He felt a slight 
vibratiori in the top part of his body arid woridered 
if it was an earLhquake, but then realised it was 
not the earth that was shakinq. His feet were 
quite still.

It was more like an electric shock wave with a def- 
inite frequency. Coetzer beqari walkinq and it was 
then it came for the fourth time, bui less clearly. 

Coetzer and his sori then reached his brother and 
he saw him lookinq at the qrojrid. Coetzer asked why; 
the brother replied that he was lookinq for the 
stick or pole t.hat. Coetzer had been carryrnq. He 
thouqht that Coetzer had thrown it. towards hrm, 
whirlmq it over his head. He said it sounded like 
a wh.irl.inq kierrie , or walkinq stick. These kiernes 
are thrown over cornlands and the turruriq stick kills 
many sparrows. Children also throw sticks this way 
while playmq. 

The three of them then reached Miss Lahe, who had 
been about 20C yards ahead. She said she thouqht 
she had heard a bird, perhaps a vulture or a hawk, 
just above her head. She couldri't see at but felt 
t he w.md of rts wmqs on her hair t.wo or three trmes. 

Coetzer t imed t.he souud as lastinq 3-4 seconds 
at I 5 mmute iritervals. The time this took place 
was 1-2.30 noon. The sky was absolutely ciear with 
no wind. One could liqht a ciqarette without shad- 
iriq ìt with orie's harid. 

The place was riear the Sneeuberq, a plateau w.it.h 
no biq trees or bushes. The sorl was black turf, 
the veqetation was water-qrass and low bresre (reed) 

— lower t.han 30 cms. 

Methane qas can occur in wet areas, collectinq 
in a ball and qlowiriq, but this was not the case 
here. Coetzer had read of an electrical wirid in 
Italy m 1939. Great heat causes st.at. tc which dis- 
charqes on hiqh object.s. He does not. know if this 
could produre an effect. like the one th?y experxenced.

B00K REVIEW by Prier Wmtle 

INTRU3ER5 by Budd Hopkins, published by 

Random House, New York, 1987 
Price: $17.93 

Budd Hopkms' mterest m UFO study was first 
sparked by a dayliqht srqhtmq he had iri 1964. 

He begari to read the case literature. At first., 
however, he was extremely sceptical of ’close 
encojnter' reports. Th? story of the abdurtion 
of Betty arid Barney Hill and t.he quasi-med 1 cal 
exammat ion to which th?y were subjected by human- 
oid aliens had hit the headlmes m 1961, but 
Hopkms remain 'd a doubt.er. Probably that ìs t he 
mark of a qood ufoloqist. Go 00 doubtmq t.ill 
you have sufficierit evidence, or sufficiently well 
attested mformation on which to burid a hypothesis. 
And t.hon test your hypothesis aq.jmst. new evidence 
as ìt comes in. Gradually, 'as the evidr’tice 
mounted and cas? report followed case report' he 
beqau t.o recoquise the ìmportance of abduct ton 
encojnters. 

0, i ’ ca ae miqhl be a hoax. Si’veral accourit s, a 11 
very different, miqht be hoaxes or psychoses. But 
case aftr’r case, all present mq a recogmsable 
paltern m which those coucerned neither knew each 
other nor were acquamted wrth any previous studies 
of thf subject, were a different matter altoqether. 
By 1977 he was coricentratmq his efforts iri this 
area of research. 

1NTRUDER5 suqq ls that the mam purpose of their 
st udy of us -is to carry out a lonq-t erm qenet ic 
experiment. 
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To do th *s they have to be aiound for a long time 
observing and tagging specific indivíduals from 
spectfic family lines repeatedly every few years - 
possibly throughout their lifetimes. We do this to 
ammals. We implant tiny trarismitters an them so 
that we can keep tabs on them wherever they are 
when they migrate. 'They' appear to be doing the 
same to us. They are also takirig samples of our 
sperm and ova, sometimes to fertilise arid develop 
altogether outside the body, as we do with test- 
tube babies, sometimes to transplant into other host 
mothers and t.heri later to retrieve wheri foetal 
development has progressed to a certain stage, as 
we also do with rabbits and other animals; arid 
sometimes to cross with their ow n species m order 
to develop a new hy bnd race. 

We don't know why they are doing that, nor whether 
they intend that such a race shall live on our world 
or theirs. But we do at w.ith both arumals arid plants. 
There ìs no doubt of the Lheoretical possibility of 
ìt. However, for ìt to happen to us implies a 
traumatic tnterference with our personal mtegrity 
and pnvacy. To take a human female, remove an 
ovum, re-implant it at a later date, and then later 
still remove the developirig foetus, ìs tantamount 
to repeated rape. Yet there ìs evidence that this 
has happened in som? cases, not just once but several 
t.imes to the same woman. Arid those who have spoken 
about it have tended to suffer from the same kind of 
disbelief or tauritmg cyrucal ridicule as that which, 
u itil recently at least, was all too often the fate 
of ordinary human rape victims. 

Budd Hopkiris has studied a very large number of 
abduction cases — a sufficierit number to establish 
a distinct abduction pattern. He employs the tech- 
ruque of hypnotism to assist the victims, both male 
and female, to relax and get over the distressing 
memory blocks which the mind itself throws upto shut 
out an exper.ience which threatens sanity itself 
when it has to be faced alone. 
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Yet if it is not faced, a permanent condition of 
anxiety neurosis persists. It can be faced in an 
atmosphere of supportive belief and sympathy, and 
this atmosphere is the service which Hopkins 
supplies. 

Somet.imes it seems the intruders themselves 
implant a hypnotic suqqest.ion inh.ibit.inq memory. 

Then pérsistent anxiety arid fear, toqether with 
strang? scars on the body, may be the only tanqible 
evidence of abduction. The need for help is just 
as great in t.hese cases, and expert hypnosis is 
employed t.o break the ìmplanted hypnotic ìnhibition. 

INTRUDIRS is focussed sround an m-dept.h study 
of one parficular case of this kind, that of Kathie 
Davis, a 30-year old divorcee mother of two chidren. 
She, h?r mother, hcr older s ister, arid both her t wo 
children have suffered ' iritrusion' . She herself 
may have had ova ìmplanted and subseqjently removed 
as many as mne t imes. It ha i takeri repeated thera- 
p*Mit ic sessmns, somet im'-s with t.h - aid of hypnosrs 
and soir.'t irn vithouL (wtien spuntaueous meanries 
tiave beqju tu surface arid nave simply been assisted 
to come Tully forlti m a sympathetic ambience), 
to uncover must of th-' picture. Lven now there are 
still areas wbere both Kathie and Hopkms realise 
there ìs still matenal to he revealed. 

Alihnugb the boak is a scientific study i! is nnt 
a cold scientific study. It ìs a warm, tiuman dncument 
whicíi sluiiingtv nnk.'i uj aware that th - UFO problem 
iii thio asp'ct nf its total impaet ìs a searing 
tiumin problem. Hnr Ihis r:*asou aloue it would 
reguire to be lackled, and tackled effectively. 
Arm-'hair th-nries are nn lonqer sufficrent , and 
offrcial cover-ups can rio lonqer be Lolerated. Iri 
this area psychotherapy is m the vauqjard of the 
scientific breakthrouqh towards complete under- 
standing of the wbole UFO conundrum. INTRUOCRS is 
one of Ihe mosl important of all UFO books.

After years of almost general belief ìn so-ealled 

'alieris from Outer Space' mannirig U r 0s, other ideas 
are now being ontertained; one beirig that the U r 0 
entities would de time, rather thai space, travellers 
— from our own future earth. 

Could these truly alien bemgs, so differerit from 
present hjmamt.y, be a future type of homo sapierià? 

Somo telling factors make the ìdea not as far fetched 
as it wojld seem: climatic conditioris are worsemng; 
opemngs in the ozone layer over the poles appear to be 
wtdemng, lettmg in more lethal ultra-violet rays; 
the weathsr is cha'igtng, seasona are erratic, their 
once regjlar cycles seemingly more haphazard. If 
these aaomalies continue, added to what hjmamty 
itself is dotng to plaaetary envàrarnent through 
pollution, what kirtd of physical bodies would our 
descendants have? 

a) Stunted bodies: Bodtes wojld tend to decrease 

tn stze for lack of nourish- 
ing food, badly leached soil, 
unpredictahle weather and 
erratic seasons. 

b) Rough, grey skins: With less sunlight owing to 

chemical fog and a choked-up 
atmosphere; with exposure to 
increased natural and man-made 
radiatiori, skin would roughen 
and thicken to protect v.ital 
innsr organs. Lack of sun- 
light produces a dirty-greyish 
type of skm. Smaller stature 
would possibly cauae skm to 
fold in wnrikles and perhaps 
even be loosened from atrophied 
muscle and oone. 
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c) Large, wraparourid 

eyes: Lack of sunlight and the 

polluted atmosphere would 
prodjce expanaion of the 
eye to compensate, with 
possibly extralarge pjpila. 
Because orbital barie is t.hick 
on the lop, the eye wojld 
have to expand laterally, ì.e. 
'wraparound’ eyes. 

d) Lack of hair : This could jc dje to over- 

expoaure to radiatioo. Hair 
loss is one of the results of 
radiothcrapy treatment everi 
now. 

e) Large hvad : Brought about by the need Lo 

accommodite speeded-up growth 
of thc brain. 

f) Lack of visible 

sex orgaos : This cojtd agam resuit from 

a host. ile environment, caus- 
mg possible enfoldment of 
outer sex organs m a sheath 
( for protect 101 ), as for 
mstaoce m cats. It conld 
alsa result from extra- 
uterme concept ion and gest - 
ation. It will t.ake a loog 
time, bul thc possibility 
of Lotally extra-uterine human 
conception and gestation is 
now bemg actively researched. 

g) Lack of speech: As we develop more gadgctry 

to feed us with iriformation, 
and mcrease onr dependcnce 
on these media from child- 
hood, we may well lose the 
power of speech altogether. 
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Or we might firid lesser valu? 
in spoken eommjnication. 

Sinee speech would no longer 
be essentral for survival, 
telepathy miqht once again 
become the usual mod? of 
contact. 

The foreqorng could j? called 'riatural' mutations 
produced by outside factors as part of the chanqes 
ìn planetary environment. But what about mntations 
in behaviour patterns, mental processes arid even 
spiritual qualities? 

h) Lack of emotion: Followmq chanqes in speech 

valu?, it is possible that 
'robotic' behaviour patterns 
would b? intensifled as emotion 
ceasod to courit for survival - 
or for re.inforc.mq identity - 
uritil .it was ultimately 
dropped or just qradually 
faded out. 

i) Lack of 'soul'/ 

sprrit : I quote from Ruth Montgomery's 

THE WORLD BFFORE, Chapter 14, 
Prognostications: "The ability 
to reprodjce human life outside 
th? womb... were it. to become 
feasible ... what sort of soul 
would w.ish to enter such an 
artificially created body? 

Only an evil or robot type 
who would be a meriace to world 
society." 


i) Technical know-how: This would be incredt ly 

advanced, but possibly at 
the cost of what makes us 
Human, fallible thouqh we are. 
Our very fallibility would 
have been bred out of us to 
produce a species perfectly 
adapted to chanqed cond.itions. 
Men miqht becorne super- 
machines. 

k) Experimentation 

w.ith ' pr.im.it.ive ' 

humans: lf °ur descendants become 

'machmes' m response to 
both outer and mner chanqes, 
what. would they do if t.hey were 
q.iven a chance to 'work' on 
people of our present era? 

Would they not want. to study 
and experiment with such 
1 rrat. toria I , emotive, beast - 
like beinqs? They miqht not 
even reaìize we were their 
own ancestors! 

On the ot.her hand, if t.hey 
kni'W, would thí'y not wish to 
dissect us, take biopsies of 
unknown orqans and study 
funct mris lolally forerqn to 
t hem? Ihey m.iqhl want to 
revrtalise their own stock by 
usmq specific qenetic matcrial 
from us; or they miqht wish to 
create a new species throuqh 
hybridisation. Herice the 
accounts by some contactees, 
of havmq ova/sperm taken by 
UFO 'aliens' for purposes 
unknown to t.he vict-ims. 
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W.ith fresh matenal for qenetic 
enqmeeririg or combmation with 
their own genes - our mutated 
'origmal' genes - they could 
produce a new human, combmmq 
the.ir advanced mental capacrty 
w.ith our present-day 'normal' 
bodily form. Such experiment- 
ation would be perfectly 
loqical arid a marvellously 
adapted 1 homo futurus' race 
could result. 

These are orily a few of the thoughts that occur as 
one reads account aft.er account of small, rouqh- 
skinned, larqe i -headed, hairless, cat-eyed, emotiori- 
less mdividuals with a knowledqe seemingly far 
m advarice of ours, yet unable t.o commurucate with 
us. One carinot but wonder whether they could be 
our children's children's childreri of a far distant 
future, movmq and existmg iri a differerit dLmension 
with a different vibrational rate, but still very 
much ON THIS PLANET. In other words, commq throuqh 
Time, riot Space. 

To get to us they would have to step down their 
vibrations so as to appear to us m some sort of 
recognisable shape, smce we are able to observe only 
a small fraction of the spectrum. The fact that 
many shapes, sizes and colours of entities have 
been observed does not automatxcally throw out the 
hypothesis: even today the humart race reveals a 
bewildermg qamut of shapes, sizes and colours. 

There must be many adaptations, many experiments of 
a natural arid artificaal kind still to come m the 
history of humaruty. And ìf, as some claim, in the 
so-called Ult.Lmate Reality both time and space are 
rion-existent, theri all these mutatioris, old and rtew, 
are happerimg RIGHT NOW. By some process we do not 
comprehend, homo futurus may well be coming back to 
say hello to his primitive arumal aricestors: us. 
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Orie could perhupa fmd such a hypol.hesis more 
loqxcal tlian I he widespread belief ihal | hc-e 
humanoids have t.ravelled the mcrcdibly vast 
distances apanninq solar systems, just to visit 
the zoo!! 


IN CONCLUSION 

Someorie asked me receritly, 'What have you 'learnt m ' 
the 15 years you have beeri mvolvcd with UFOs 9 
Isri't .it all a pointless exercise?' 

No, it certa.inly isn't! Although it's true 
that we ufoloqists are no riearer a soíution t.han 
we were when Kenneth Arnold siqhted 9 discs 
sk.Lmming between Mount Rairuer mountams in the U5A. 

But. whereas in those days, I was scept ical 
about the reality of unidentified craft m our skies, 
today I am absolutely sure of their existence. 

Today I th.irik that we kriow how l.hesc craft are 
propelled; with an electromaqnet ic powcr t.hat. 
produces microwave radiatiori arid its vanous 
resultant effects on people and arumals. 

Today we are aware t.hat. t.hc majorily nf UFO 
occupants aro small humanoid typcs, with wrap-arourid 
eyes, almost non-existcnt mouths and ears and a 
lack oT emotional response. Other close encounters 
are w.ith ariimal-typo ent.it ies, but these cascs are 
in the minor.ity and probably due to the strariqeness 
facl.or, w.ith orie or two excepl ions viz. Ketly case 
in Hopkmsvi llc, have not beeri st udied in any qreat 
deLa.il. There are also ericounters wilh rubol s 
(Hickson, Pasciiqoula), monsters and humnn-like 
bemqs. 
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
